At present single persons with. 


incomes of $667 and married cou- 
ples with incomes of $1,333 must 
pay some taxes. The President 
lias recommended) adopting a min- 
imum standard deduction. This 
would have the effect of letting 
people stand free of taxes until 
their incomes reach $900 if they 
arc single or $1,500 if they are 
married. Between 750,000 and a 
million Americans would go off 
the tax rolls. 


On the other end of the ladder, 


a few individuals in the highest 
income brackets, particularly if 
they have special interests in such 
fields as oil or real estate, might 
feel a boost in taxes. So far, there 
has 
been no estimate • of how. 


many are affected, but they likely 
would number only a few. 


But. for most Americans be- 


tween the very low incomes and 
the very high incomes, the most 
vital part of the President's pro- 
posals would cut their taxes and 
alter their way of listing deduc- 
tions. 


A married man with two chil- 


dren has an adjusted gross in- 
come of $5,000. Now, he itemizes 
his 
deductions, 
contributions, 


stale and local taxes, medical ex- 
penses, and others, and deducts 
$1,100. His total tax is $300. 


Under the changes, he could de- 


duct only $850. 


But, because of the proposed 


tax cuts by 1965, his total income 
tax, despite his lower deductions, 
would be $245, a cut of $55 for 
him.

WASHINGTON (AP)—A hither- 


to secret Air Force experiment, 
involving the placing of six) 14- 
inch tin needles" in orbit around 
the earth has been unveiled. 


The test, sometime last year, 


was a follow-up to the service's 
so far unsuccessful—and contro- 
versial—Project West Ford, de- 
signed to create an orbiting belt 
of 
250 million hairlike copper 


needles around the planet to ex- 


jre possibilities: for a new com- 


munications technique. But the 
copper fibers from a test launched 
last fall, instead of stretching out 
into a belt, are still clumped! to- 
gether in five or six small clus- 
ters some 2,000 miles up. 


Prior to the launching of the 


West Ford test, many scientists 
here and abroad had voiced con- 
cern that an artificial needle belt 
might, remain aloft for years and 
adversely affect radio and optical 
astronomy studies.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit 


ed States can count on a happy 
binge of economic chaos if work 
diplomats ever agree to disarma 
ment. 


It would be joyful because of 


the age-old: great hope that by 
junking armies and weapons .1,. 
der some effective control system 
mankind could be spared the 
scourge of war. 


It would be chaotic because 


whether disarmament came ov 
ernight 
or 
gradually, 
whethei 


completely or piecemeal, it wouk 
be tremendously disruptive to the 
nation's economy, 


The federal government, states 


and communities, industry am

all would nave to

together in a concerted drive to 
adjust to the vast changes in 
volved in abandoning production 
for war. This would be necessary 
to avoid plunging the country into 
a full-scale depression.
